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PROGRAMME NOTES 


The Bach family was a unique phenomenon in Western music and 
one which has long fascinated scholars and musicians. From the 
sixteenth century to the early nineteenth, no less than eighty-five 
members of this family were professional musicians, from lowly 
fiddlers (Bierfiedler) to music directors of noble courts. In fact, in 
the German province of Thuringia where the family flourished, the 
word Bach became synonymous with musician. This evening's 
concert represents a sampling of four generations of this famous 
family spanning some two hundred years. The greatest of them all, 
of course, was Johann Sebastian. In addition to instrumental and 
vocal works by him, you will hear compositions by his uncle 
(Johann Christoph), his most successful son (Johann Christian) and 
his grandson (Wilhelm Friedrich Ernst). 
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The Faculty of Music Historical Performance Ensembles 
consists of a number of vocal and instrumental groups who are 
involved in the interpretation of music according to the style of its 
time. The ensembles include graduate and undergraduate students 
at the University of Toronto under the direction of Gregory 
Johnston, assisted by Mary Enid Haines and Brian Power.
